DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The 35 USC 1 1 2, first paragraph rejection of claim 1 is withdrawn due to 
applicant's amendment to the claim. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 1 1/14/2008. These drawings are acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 2, 4-8, 1 0, 1 1 and 1 4-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Chen et al. 
(US 2003/0146529) disclose a process for encapsulating nanoparticles having a 
diameter of about 5 - 100 nm with a solution of a polymer and a solvent. A non solvent 
is added to the mixture followed by sonication (i.e. vibration). 

Palakodaty et al. (US 7087197) discloses a process of forming particles where a 
polymer solvent solution is combined in a vessel with a solution of a supercritical fluid 
combined with an antisolvent where in the second solution is provided at ultrasonic 
velocity to form the particles of microsize. 

The prior art fails to teach encapsulting nanoparticles below 500 nm with out the 
use of vibration while the non solvent is added to the suspension of polymer and solvent 
in the high pressure vessel.
